trict. 


Garner won the nomination m 
the democratic primary over Har- 
din, and the latter filed a contest 
which he later withdrew. He also 
asked a congress.anal investiga- 
tion, and attempted to withdraw 
this request, but Chairman Lehl- 
bach said it was continued at Gar- 
ner's request. 
Threatened By Suits, 
Hardin aaid he was given to un- 


derstand by menibers of the "ring" 
supporting Garner that he could 
choose between being indicted or 
Withdrawing his charges to clear 
Garner ,and that not having suffi- 
cient funds, he decided on 
the 
"easiest way out." 


• Hardin declared 
he 
believed 
there was a conspiracy to have nun 
indicted, and named Assistant Dis- 
trict Attorney Milton West of Cam- 
eron county, Brownsville, 
John 


Vails, district attorney 
of Webb 
county, and A. M. Bruni of Webb 
county, as being involved either di- 
rectly or indirectly in the alleged 
efforts against him. 
•'Bruni had been "running Webb 
county for 50 years," Hardin said. 
He added that P, 
W. Seabury, 


Brownsville lawyer, prepared a let- 
t^r to Chairman 
Lehlback with* 
drawing Hardin's request for an in- 
vestigation of he fifteenth congres- 
sional district, and that West pre.r 
pared a 
public 
retraction 
ot 
charges against Garner. He sign- 
ed both of tthem, Hardin said. 


Threatened Again. 
West declared, Hardin said, that 
"they would try to indict me 100 
times," and later asserted, after 
learning that his withdrawal of a 
request for the investigation had 
oeen refused by the house commit- 
tee, that the indictments would be 
pushed if Hardin 
renewed his 
charges berofe the committee hear- 
ing."I was told," Hardin said, "that 
I could be indicted whether I was 
guilty of libel or not." 
Garner was seated at the com- 
mittee table during: Hardin's testi- 
mony and at times made gestures 
of deprecation. 
In 
response 
to questions of 
Chairman Lehlbach, Hardin told 
the committee he had no direct ev- 
idence that Mexicans from across 
the nearby border were "bootleg- 


Jd" into this district to vote. He 
iid his charges that $100,000 had 
n spent in Garner's campaign 
based largely on evidence of 
newspaper advertising and public- 
ity; 


Did Not Have Money. 
"If I had money I could sub- 
stantiate most of the 
evidence," 
the witness aaid. He pointed out 
that he had decided no to face 
possible indictment because 
he 
knew he "would have to go to the 
court of criminal appeals, and that 
would have cost $20,000." 
Members of the committee press- 
ed Hardin closely as to whether 
any organization had 
aided his 
campaign and were told that none 
did at his request. 
Leo Callan', San Antonio, he said, 
volunteered the support of stock- 
men because Garngr had "double- 
crossed' stockmen 
on the Crisp 
bill." Hardin stated alao that Aus- 
tin1 Callan, whom he understood

( berman: of Houston," had written 
newspaper publicity for him sup- 
porting his tariff views.

First Threats Made. 
A man named Esquival, who left 
the district before the campaign 
was over, also supported him, Har- 
din said, but he did not know who 
he represented. 
Hardin declared 
he 
was sub- 
poenaed by the Webb county grand 
jury and that he went and told 
Joh'n ValJs, district attorney, that 
he understood he was to be indict- 


"Who told you that?" Hardin 
quoted .Valla as saying. 
Hardin said he had the informa- 
tion from Milton West, and that 
Vails told him West would press 
the indictments "in spite of hell 
and high water." 
Hardin quoted Vails as saying 
Garner must be cleared. 
"Bruni told tne I was the first, 
man ever to cross his path—that it 
was a dangerous thing to do," Har- 
din testified. 
Sheriff A. Y. Baker of Hidalgo 
county, according to Hardin, told 
him he could have anything ex- 
cept Mr; Garner's office. 
Representative Nelson, a mem- 
ber of the committee, in a search- 
ing examination, elicited from Har- 
din that he had no direct evidence 
of election campaign irregularities 
against Garner personally.

if any irregularity should be estab- 
lashed against Garner. 
D. F. Strickland, Mission, attor- 
ney for Hardin, testified that he 
had represented Hard.n before the 
Cameron county grand jury and 
advised Hardin later to sign the

"rather than be indicted." Chair- 
man Lehlbach asked "are you pos- 
itive that Hardin would have been 


Strickland replied. 
Judge Hood Boone of the Ninety- 
Third Judicial district said he had

BUSINESS IN TENTH RESERVE 


DISTRICT CONTINUES GOOD 


City federal reserve 
forward surge in in- 


KANSAS CITY, Nov. 29.—«V- 
The Kansas 
bank said a 
dustry, trade and banking which 
began in the Tenth Federal Reserve 
district, with the beginning of fall 
gained momentum during October 
and has carried the volume of bus- 
iness to the highest peak of the 
year and considerably above that 
of last year. 


The outstanding development of 
the season was a strong improve- 
ment in the agricultural and live- 
stock industry with being respon- 
sible for the general expansion in 
business. 


While November floods retarded 


business in some sections, there 
was no general recession, the report 
said and business was moving to- 
ward the end of the year in rec- 
ord volume. 


"Distribution 
by 
wholesalers," 


continued the review, "was larger 
than in either September of this 
year or in October of last year. 
Trade at department stores and 
single line retail stores, located in 
cities, showed substantial gains ov- 
er the preceeding month and the 
same month of last year. It was 
observed that, for the first time in 
many months, all of the leading 
lines of wholesale and retail trade 
advanced at the same time,, show- 
ing uniformly large increases in 
the volume of sales. 
"Improvement 
in the 
agricul- 
tural and livestock situation ac- 
counted mainly for the expansion 
of general business. With the crops 
practically all harvested it was ap- 


parent from the official November 
reports this year's farm 
exceeds the production ol 


.reduction 
last year! 


And is 7.5 per cent above the aver- 
age for the ten years proceeding 
this one. 
'.'October brought a seasonal in- 
crease of movements of livestock 
to the markets, -and a considerable 
revival in stock-feeding operations. 


"The production and distribution 


of commodities in the district was 
seasonally heavy In October. The 
out-putof pork and mutton at meat 
packing plants was larger and of 
bef smaller than 
in 
th» 
same 
month last year. The production of 
flour was the largest for a month 
since August and more than ten 
per. cent above a year ago. Canning 
factories and beet sugar refiner- 
ies continued 
their 
seasonally 
heavy operation. 
The production 


and- shipment of cement and. lead 
ore, and the activity of petroleum 
refineries, was greater than 
the 


same, month last year, while the 
output of crude oil,, soft coal, and 
the shipment of ziric ore was not 
up to that of a year ago. 
"Building permits issued in lead- 
Ing cities during October was (he 
largest monthly total since August 
1927, 
and the value of permits was 
the third largest of the year, though 
slightly less than in the same month 
of last year. 


"Demand for bank credit in this 
regional district 
exhibited 
more 
than the customary fall activity, 
reflecting heavy movements of farm 
products and livestock, expansion 
in distributive trade and a large 
industrial output."
